Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments are based on the proposed 
changes which have not been entered. The pending claims remain rejected under 112/2nd and 103(e). Applicants argue the cells of 
Nishimura are not dual tropic as claimed. Applicants argument is not persuasive. The lymphocytes of Nishimura inherently have 
endogenous receptors reactive with adenocarcinoma because they are TIL isolated from adenocarcinoma. The lymphocytes of 
Nishimura are then transfected with the chimeric receptor Mov-gamma. Therefore, the lymphocytes of Nishimura have all the limitations 
of the pending claims.
